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REMARKS 

In the Office Action 1 , the Examiner took the following actions: 

rejected claims 1, 7, and 18 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Takaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,686,850 2 , "Takakr); 

rejected claims 2-6, 14, 17, and 19-23 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takaki; and 

objected to claims 8-13, 15, and 16 as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. 

Applicant amends claims 1-7, and 9-23, and cancels claim 8. Thus, claims 1-7 
and 9-23 are pending and under current examination. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 1 , 7, and 18 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Takaki. Nevertheless, in order to further 
advance prosecution, Applicant amends independent claims 1, 7, and 18 to include the 
subject matter indicated by the Examiner as allowable. 

Accordingly, all pending claims recite allowable subject matter. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and 
reexamination of this application and the timely allowance of the pending claims.
